The Kuwaiti oil minister was 
in Baghdad Tuesday with Ve- 
nezuelan Energy Minister Va- 
lentin Hernandez Acosta for 
talks on the impact of the Iran 
crisis on world oil markets. 
The two men had earlier been 
in Kuwait. Qatar and the UAE.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21 
(AP) — Egyptian and Israeli 
negotiators, meeting in the 
sumptuous seclusion of Camp 
David, opened another round 
oi seem talks Wednesday to 
see if an elusive peace treaty 
can be concluded under Ame- 
rican auspices. 

Far from public view, the 
arrangement once again direc- 
ted by President Jimmy Car- 
ter to guard against “leaks,’' 
the two sides planned to meet 
at least until the weekend at 
the presidential retreat in the 
Maryland mountains. 

Carter s likely to join them 
ai some point, and he may 
invite President Anwar Sadat 
and Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin to Camp David late- 
if he decides that would help 
reach a settlement. 

Heading the two delegations 
are Mustafa Khalil, the Egyp- 
tian prime minister, and Mo- 
she Dayan, the Israeli For- 
eign Minister. Mediating is 
secretary of State Cyrus- Van- 
ce and American specialists in 
Mideast affair s. 

Prospects for an agreement 
are uncertain, as is the im- 
pact of the revolution that has 
turned Iran, which had rela- 
tions with both Israel and the 
Arab countries, into an ardent 
champion of the Palestine Li- 
beration Organization. 

The key issue holding back 
an agreement is the Palesti- 
nian issue. 

Israel has offered eventual 
civil autonomy to the occu- 
pied territories, but Egypt 
wants the details included in 
the treaty package rather than 
left to subsequent negotiations.

U. N. body

GENEVA, Feb. 21 (R) — 
The United Nations Human 
Rights Commission Wednesday 
passed resolutions condemning 
Israeli policies and practices in 
the Occupied territories, despite 
opposition by the United Sta- 
tes and other Western coun- 
tries. 

A large majority of the 32- 
nation commission also urged 
support of the Palestine Libe- 
ration Organization (PLO) and 
condemned states which main- 
tained ties with racist regimes 
of. southern Africa. Israel was. 
charged with, the expulsion, Ill- 
treatment and torture of Pales- 
tinian detainees, confiscation of 
their property, destruction of 
dwe&ngs and illegal exploita- 
tion of ihe occupied territories’ 
natural wealth. 

The commission called on 
Israel to release all Arabs de- 
tained as a reside of their 
struggle for setf-detenmnation 
and urged other countries not 
to recognise changes carried 
out by Israel in the territories.

TEHRAN, Feb. 21 {Agen- 
cies) — Iran will probably ho- 
nor agreements with the United 
States not to transfer sophisti- 
cated U.S. weaponry to third 
countries or to liberation mo- 
vements like the Palestine li- 
beration Organization, the 
new chief of staff said Wed- 
nesday. 

But Gen. Muhammad Vaii 
Qairani, named! chief of staff by 
Prime Minister Mehdi Bazar - 
gan, told reporters that Iran 
will not allow the U.S. to use 
bases here to monitor the So- 
viet Union. 

He said since most of Iran's 
new weapons were purchased 
from the United States, some 
arms purchases from American 
companies may continue, and 
t echn ical advisors may be used 
to hdp out; 

' Bui he «»d that aims pur- 
chases would be on a much 
smaller scale chan was true 
under the Shah, and that any 
advisors would only be tech- 
nical specialists, and would 
not advise, lhe armed forces 
on pofficy. 

Meanwhile, Assistant Prime 
Minister Ami t Rntezam said 


Wednesday that an Iranian 
Army general had been woun- 
ded in the troubled Kurdish 
tribal area on the country's 
western border. He vowed that 
the government would ruthless- 
ly 'crush - anyone provoking 
Kurdish dissent 

Entezam also said that Ira- 
nian authorities are holding a 
young U.S. Marine guard 
stationed at the American Em- 
bassy and plan to try him on 
charges of “firing al Iranians” 
during last Wednesday's at- 
tack on the embassy com- 
pound. 

Later Wednesday, U.S. Ma- 
rine Sgt. Kenneth Kraus was 
released by Iran’s revolutionary 
authorities, a press aide to 
Ayatollah Khomeini disclos- 
ed 

U.S. Embassy spokesman 
Jack ScheUembergex had said 
Kraus. 22, who was wounded 
in the attack, was missing from 
a hospital where be had been 
taken and was presumed to be 
under arrest. 

The American spokesman ' 
said Kraus apparently bad been 
grabbed in reprisal for shoot- 
ings during the attack, in which 
one Iranian was killed and an- 
other Marine was wounded 

Kraus received a grazing 
head wound after being knock- 
ed to the ground by an Iranian 
left-wing commando after Am- 
bassador WiHiam SiiUrvan had.

Kraus was taken to a nearby 
hospital, which daimed he had 
been “released."

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ROLE FOR PLO 

The victory of the Khomeini movement tn Iran is a -vic- 
tory for the Palestrae resistance movement but not a victory 
of that movement. It will help the Palestinians but will not 
restore their rights. In the end, the occupied territories will 
have to be liberated in place. Iran can help but tbe Palestin- 
ians will have to do the job themselves 

The resistance movement has established relations of 
friendship with scores of liberation and clandestine gra^w in 
Africa, Asia and Latin America over the past 10 years. Some 
of these groups may have even taken over power in their 
countries. But there is a great difference between an ally taking 
over in an impoverished central African republic and one sod- 
den Ly emerging as the new regime in Iran. The turning over 
of the Israeli embassy in Tehran to Yasser Arafat’s Palestine 
Liberation Organization is symbolic of die kind of relation* 
existing between die Khomeini movement and the PLO. 

To maintain the support of the Khomeini camp now 
that it has become the leader of a powerful regime, the resis- 
tance movement will have ti> find a way of continuing to be 
of use to the new regime. In opposition, the two groups were 
equal. Now. the power and influence of the PLO does not 
add up to a fraction of the forces at the disposal of the new 
regime in Tehran. At first glance, the relationship between 
tbe two appears to have become lopsided. 

This may not necessarily be the case because the PLO 
can still offer very important services to the Iranian regime. 
The presence of Mr. Arafat himself in Tehran is an indica- 
tion of how the Palestinians can help the new government. 
There have been persistent, albeit unconfirmed, reports that 
tbe PLO chief arrived in Tehran to end the confrontation 
between the Khomeini supporters and the armed taftistewho 
regard the toppling cf the Shah as the first step in their 
“revolution." Tbe situation between the Khomeini m en and 
their former allies in the opposition has now been defused and 
Mr. Arafat may later claim credit for i L In fact; the PLO, 
especially Fateh and toe Popular Front for toe liberation of 
Palestine, can play an extremely vital role in toe protection 
of the new regime in Tehran. They can use their old and 
strong ties with toe leftist group to dissuade them from chal- 
lenging toe authority of toe new regime and maybe find 
grounds for a compromise between toe two sides. The Palestin- 
ians need to do this not to help an (rid friend but to help 
themselves because toe more toe regime in Tehran is strong 
and stable the more effective it will be in their support. 

Tbe Palestinians can even do a better job if they b uild 
bridges between the new regime and toe Arab oountHes, espe- 
cially those who have unwisely hosted and supported toe Shah 
alter he had left toe country. Tbe Palestinians can also help 
to build bridges of confidence in toe Gulf and cash in on toe 
outcome from grateful Iranians and Arab brotoera. In addi- 
tion to being a positive contribution, such actions will help toe 
cause of the resistance movement. 

A NORMAL BEHAVIOR 


Whenever there is a shortage of a certain commodity, its 
price increases and there follows very little if any outcry 
against it by importers and consumers. This should have been 
the case with oil after toe suspension of Iranian exports 
which, at five million barrels a day, were second only to 
(hose of Saudi Arabia. 

But instead of behaving “normally” toe oil exporting 
countries of which the most powerful are Arab, opted for 
moderation in the interest of the rest of mankind in view of 
the importance of oil. Oil is not exactly coffee, and therefore, 
should not be subjected to toe fluctuations caused by gluts 
and slumps, or so the producers say. 

A leading Saudi official. Dr. Abdul Uadi Taber of Pet- 
romin, was quoted as saying that the Saudi government be- 
lieves in toe need for pause and caution before taking a final 
decision, because the issue of prices is a sensitive one. 

Would the exporters and producers of otoei important 
commodities have behaved with such abnormal restraint when 
presented wito similar golden opportunities to make more 
money for their goods? 

Dr. Taher went even further in reassuring the world that 
Saudi Arabia and OPEC have no intention of cashing in on 
the oil shortfall. He said there was no need for toe proposed 
extraordinary OPEC meeting in Geneva on March 26 to dis- 
cuss prices “because any decision taken on prices in toe light 
of toe market’s instability will be neither wise nor sound.” 

While the oil producers refused to exploit the plight of 
the rest ot toe world, oil companies went on toe rampage, 
charging exorbitant prices for the oil they had bought at so 
moderate a price from OPEC. 

Tbe victims of the oil companies' price manipulations are 
the poorest states with which toe northern, richer, industria- 
lized states claim to be very concerned 

If toe oil companies continue to take unfair advantage of 
the Iranian situation, OPEC would be justified in holding a 
meeting soon to assess toe impact of unjustifiable price in- 
creases on toe poor states and check toe rapacity of toe seven 
sisters which, in reality, means the big western states which 
either own or control them.

TEHRAN - 

Three politician? wito basi- 
cally similar approaches to the 
problems of Iran have been 
swept to vastly different fates 
by toe chaos here. 

The three, all friends at one 
tone, shared a basically So- 
cialist, but stall religious, atti- 
tude about their country’s fu- 
ture. 

They also have a common 
history of political activism 
against the Shah, periods in jail 
and steadfast campaigning 
against human rights violations 
under the Shah. 

But, in the uncertainty sur- 
rounding toe Shah's departure, 
they, made irreoonciabie choi- 
ces that have now driven them 
apart. 

Two of them. Mehdi Bazar - 
gan and Karfim Sanjabi, hitched 
their star to the Ayatollah 
Khomeini and are now premier 
and foreign minister respecti- 
vely m toe new provisoes! 
revolutionary government. 

The third, Shapur Bakhtiar, 
chose to go i f alone, opposing 
both toe Sba*i and toe Ayatol- 
lah and, after a brief spell as 
premier, he -was toppled. 

Taken together, the three men - 
represent an entire generation 
of Iranian politicians, now in 
their 60s and 70s, who lived 
uneasily through 37 years of 
royal rule — broken only for 
a week in 1953 — that ended 
when a whirlwind revolution 
toppled tbe Shah from toe 
Peacock Throne 

They were all educated in 
France and, in varying degrees, 
their political thinking is co- 


are all professional men — 
Bazaigaa an engineer* Bakhtiar 
and Sanjabi lawyers. 

All were followere and as- 
sociates of Iran’s charismatic 
nationalist prime minister, Mo- 
hammed Mossadeq. wbo ousted 
the Shah briefly in August 
1953 before being overthrown 
himself. 

They worked together during 
the most oppressive years of 
the Shah's rule under toe cat- 
chall banner of the National 
Front Party, a clandestine or- 
ganization until six months ago. 

Bakhtiar and Sanjabi. while 
both Muslims, have never been 
seen as politicians working from 
a religious stance. Both are 
secular, European -style demo- 
crats. 

Bazargan underpinned his 
political ideals with a deep 
faith in Shiite Islam, and this 
helped bring him close to the 
toea-exiled ’Ayatollah whose 
powerful bold over toe political 
consciousness of millions of 
Tranians provided toe momen- 
tum of Iran’s revolution.' 

At one point, as toe Shah in- 
creasingly grasped at straws in 
a bid to save his tottering 
throne, Sanjabi. toe leader of 
the National Front, was tipped 
as toe likely premier of what 
would, in effect, have been an 

“opposition government." 

But he was sufficiently far- 
sighted to align himself wito 
the Ayatollah, especially after 
a meeting wito him in Paris last 
November. 


Bakhtiar made the opposji 
choice, a decision that leu i 
his downfall. 

He obviously felt that, as pr . 
rnier. he could cut the Sh c 
down to size and establish 
social Democracy in Iran, 
proved to be an impossjb!

Cambodian quagmire

SONGHRLA, Thailand — 

The price of Vietnam’s inva- 
sion of neighboring Cambodia 
is clear on toe home front, re- 
fugees from Southern Vietnam 
say. 

They said trucks and buses 
arrive ,in Vietnam alm ost daily 
carrying Vietnamese dead and 
wounded home from Cambodia. 
Hospitals are crowded with 
wounded and toe sight of mili- 
tary burial details in local 
cemeteries is common, they 
sakL 

Many of toe refugees or 
“boat people” left Vietnam 
only a week ago, aad toejr re- 
ports tend to confkm intelli- 
gence assessments in Bangkok 
that Cambodian resistance to 
toe invaders continues strong 
despite Hanoi’s assertion that 
the war is over. 

A refugee camp has been set up 
on toe Gulf of Thailand beach 
at this city in southern Thai- 
land. A sudden upsurge in ar- 
rivals in the past few months 
has raised toe camp popula- 
tion to about 2400, compared 
with only a few hundred last 
summer. 

In August there were only 
three arrivals. In November 
toe a umber jumped to more 
than 1,000. In February there 
were about 600 arrivals. Calm 
seas now are a big factor in 
'he increase, but unrest created 
by the war appears to be a con- 
tributing factor. 

General discontent with toe 
Communist regime appeared to 
. e the main factor in the ex- 
odus, coupled wito traditional 
animosity between Vietnamese 
northerners and those from 
toe south who bitterly resent 
northern domination. 


Four refugees said they hope 
the Cambodians win toe war 
and overthrow Vietnam’s Com- 
munist government. Four years 
after Hanoi’s military conquest 
of southern Vietnam, southern- 
ers evidently are far from re- 
conciled to the authority of the 
north. 

If refugee reports can be 
believed, the Communists do 
not trust tbe southerners. At 
least half a dozen refugees re- 
ported that former South Viet- 
namese army officers and gov- 
ernment official* Who served 
at least three years in “re- 
education camps” were being 
picked up for detention so as 
to “prevent disorder.” If true, 
this report indicates consider- 
able insecurity in southern Viet- 
nam. 

Desertions by southern Viet- 
namese from toe Co mmunis t 
army are widespread, refugees 
said. 

“In toe first place, the south 
era Vietnamese have had en- 
ough of war,” said Hua Vang 
Tito, 35, an electrical engineer 
2 nd professor at Qm-Tho Uni- 
versity in the Mekong Delta. 

“In the second place, they 
have no desire to die - Hor 
Hanoi," said Tbo, wbo left 
Vietnam Jan. 20 wito his wife 
and three children. Tbo is a 
former army officer and pro- 
vince official under toe dd 
Saigon regime who spent three 
years in a “re-education center.” 
which he described as a “fast 
prison.” 

Tho said that in December, 
just before the Vietnamese 
launched their invasion of 
Cambodia, toe government or- 
dered a military mobilization. 

“The quote for Can. Tbo 
University was 130," he said. 


“They got only 30.” 

Tbo said Communist officials 
told toe people that the Pol 
Pot government in Cambodia 
was “very cruel” and it was 
Vietnam’s “duty to liberate 
than. What toe southern Viet- 
namese would like is to be lib- 
erated from Hanoi,” he added. 

Hanoi's rationale for invad- 
ing Cambodia varied accorcfing 
to the audience, refugees said. 
While the general population 
was told toe invasion was ne- 
cessary to “liberate” Cambodia 
from the Pol Pot yoke, China 
wfcs portrayed as the real ene- 
my. 

“We were told that Cambo- 
dia was a tool in toe hands of 
toe Chinese and therefore it 
must be smashed,” said Nugyen 
Van Ha, 36. a former South 
Vietnamese army intelligence 
officer who first escaped from 
9 “re-education center" and 
then escaped from Vietnam — 
atone and without famfly. 

The Vietnamese invasion of 
Cambodia, which caught toe 
West by surprise, was anything 
but a surprise to to* Viet- 
namese. 

Ha said lie first heard about 
toe Vietnamese plan to take 
over Cambodia last October 
from a Communist major “wfco 
came to lecture to us.” 

The major, Ha said, “made 
everything plain. Vietnam had 
to destroy toe Pol Pot govern- 
ment because K was a tool of 
China, and China was really 
responsible for Cambodian at- 
tacks on Vietnam. He even told 
us when toe invasion would 
take place.” 

Refugees noted that it was 
impossible for tbe Vietnamese 
government 10 keep toe inva- 
sion plans a secret. — (LAT)

WASHINGTON— 

The US. Department of 
£aee%y is poorly prepared to 
crack down on toe price goug- 
ing that could result from the 
Iranian oil Squeeze, according 
to DOE officials and members 
of Congress. 

Some allegations of Segal 
profiteering already have beeti 
received, hut -it took years for 
Energy Department regidators 
to track down many of . toe 
overcharges siemming from 
toe 1973 Arab oil embargo. 

In fact, DOE officials con- 
cede that most of their cur- 
rent enforcement efforts are 
stilt devoted to collecting an 
catenated S2 bttioa in alleged 
overcharges during the 1973- 
74 crisis. 

Another massive obstacle is 
Ifae fact that toe international 
practice of “daisy chaining” — 
setting toe same oil shipment 
over and over, on paper, to 
drive up profits — remains bey- 
ond toe reach of DOE re- 
gafatioQs. 

“This whole situation is not 
going to be easy,” says David 
J. Bardin, head of DOE’S en- 
ergy regiiatory administration. 
Bardin is quick to add that, 
“We ate in a much better po- 
sition than our predecessors.” 

On Capitol Hitt, Rep. John 
D. Didgefl, Democrat of Mi- 
chigan^ and chairman of the 
House commerce suboomnxttee 
'oveesdeing DOE, says, “They 
are opt moving, as fast as we 
would &ke. M you get enor- 
mous: market distortion, just 
how much can. the a dminis tra- 
tion do?” 

DingeU, tike some DOE of- 
hoiaisi also wonders whether 
toe Garter administration has 
asked for enough funding to 
support enforcement efforts 
which now occupy 1,400 of the 
■DOE'S 20,000 employees. 

DOE already has been pres- 
sed for an investigation of 
gouging as a result of toe high 
oil prices and tight marfr** 


brought on by Iran's oil shut- 
detwn. 

“We are looking into specific 
situations,” Bardin said, “we 
have had people come to us 
complaining about problems in 
1979.” 

Onto Bardin and toe depart-

SACRAMENTO, California 
— Wherever Kiyo Sato-Viacru- 
cis goes, -he blackbirds fly with 
her. 

Thousands of Sacramento 
preschool and kindergarten 
children know her as the 
•’ Blackbird Lady" 

Youngsters io Alaska and 
Hawaii, in schools from Cali- 
fornia to Maine, know the 
blackbirds of the 53*year-old 
public health nurse who is re- 
volutionizing the ordinary eve 
examination For Utile children. 

Recently at the picturesque 
frame, 110-year-old Edward 
Kelley School in Sacramento, 
the Japanese- American nurse 
gathered preschoolers around 
her in a circle as she alwa[ys 
does when giving her eye tests. 

“Tin going to tell you a story. 
This is my friend, the black- 
bird," she began as she held 
up a square white cardboard in 
the middle of which was styliz- 
ed blackbird. 

“He goes up, up, up, in tbe 
sky," the nurse said, turning the 
card so that ' . the blackbirds 
beak headed upward. 

“Then he goes down, down, 
down, to the ground to get a 
big fat worm.” she explained 
showing the bind in a nose 
dive.

On one of the black flip -out 
leases b printed, “1 just had 
my eyes cnecked” — a souvenir 
for the youngster to take home. 

' The nurse flashed die black- 
bird cards, and the’ boy or girt 
motioned with a hand and arm 
the direction the blackbird was 
flying. The smallest blackbird - 
on Obe cards measures only one 
centimeter by 8 millimeters, and 
correct identification indicates 
20-20 vision. 

In the testing, if a chfld 
misses the direction the bird is 
flying, a nurses aide duly notes 
.aide duty notes the boys or 
girls restricted visual . ability. 

“I had given die traditional 
pointing E or Snellen E chart 
eye test for years,” Mrs. Sato- 
Viacrucis explained. It consists 
of the letter E in four different 
positions.

The kits, which sell for 


£29-95. include six cardboard 
cards of various sizes, 25 
screening spedacles with flip- 
out lenses, die blackbird story 
and instructions. Additional 
cardboard spectacles may t» 
ordered. 

Since the nationally publish- 
ed “Journal of School Health” 
ran a story about Mrs. Sato- 
Viacrucis' blackbirds in 1976.

MOUNTAIN VIEW. Cali- 
fornia -- The thick air of Ve- 
nus glows in some places with 
almost continuous strikes of 
lightering and it may also- rum- 
with the sound of thun- 
der, scientists *i (he Space 
Agency Research Center here 
said. 

Ten scientists, drawn from 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Admin istra lion, univer- 
sities and the aerospace indus- 
try. reviewed the major find- 
ings of Venus mode so far 
with information radioed back 
to Earth by the American 
Pioneer and the Soviet Vene- 
ra spacecrafts last December. 

The two Pioneers arrived at 
Venus in early December — 
one ail orbiier which is now 
flying loops around toe pla- 
net, and (be other a composite 
vehicle consisting of five se- 
parate probes that plunged th- 
rough the venusian atmosphere 
and crashed onto the surface. 

The probes ceased Transmit- 
ting on impact, or soon there- 
after, but the orbiier is sche- 
duled to keep on working th- 
rough the middle of 1980. 

The two Russian space- 
crafts, Venera XI and Venera 
XII, were atmospheric entry 
probes like the composite 
American probes, designed to 
work little more than an hour 
on tihe planet’s blistering sur- 
face. They landed on Venus 
ir. late December. 


The evidence for Venusian 
ligfvning comes from both the 
Veneras and the Pioneers, said 
Frederick Scarf of TRW Inc- 


in Redondo Beach. Calif. 

The Venera probes recorded 
some 25 bursts of radio noise 
per second as they dropped 
down through the middle le* 
'ri* of the planet's atmosphere. 

Venera XII counted up- 
wards of 1.000 such impulses 
between an altitude of five and 
10 kitometers above the pla- 
nets surface. And the Pioneer 
orbiier picked up a number 
of impulses as it swept through 
the lows* point of its orbital 
track. 

"We don’t have positive 
proof that these impulses are 
lightning strickes,” Scarf said. 
Bra he checked off reasons 
why he and other scientist 
are inclined to regard them as 
such. The intensity of toe sig- 
nals. their impulsive character 
(typical of almaspheric dec- 
ttical' discharges), and their 
seeming place of origin in the 
planet’s atmosphere, 

“Venusian lightning is by 
no means an unreasonable 
suggestion." Scarf said. 

By way of comparison, 
scarf said, there are typically 
100 lightning strikes every se- 
cond scattered all over the 
Earth. But oo Venus, there 
may be several times that ma- 
ny in just one very localized 
area. 

Instead of being illuminated 
for a brief instant by a dazz- 
ling flash of lightning, as top- 
pens here on Earth, parts of 
<fae Venusian sky may weU 
be growing from the nearly 
continuous discharge of those 
very frequent strikes. — (LAT)

“Very unlucky," you say to 
yourself — after all West was 
unlikely to have been dealt 
seven hearts. However, Then 
you think a bom the matter 
later on. you reahze that it 
was wrong to have played tlx. 
A-K of hearts when you did 
You dioukl have played Lie 
nhiha first'. 

Why? Because you had no 
chance to make the slam 
unless East had at least three 
dubs — and no harm could 
therefore come from testing 
your luck in clubs before 
running dummy’s hearts. Had 
you led the A-K-Q ot dubs 
first, you would have learned 
that Blast had four dubs, and 
you would then have played a 
fourth round of the soil 
discarding a diamond. 

U Is true Unt when you next 
played the A-K of hearts East 
would ruff the king with his 
queen of trumps. However, 
this would not stop yoa from 
making the slam. You would 
simply discard your last 
diam ond on the trick and in 
that way bring home the 
contract. It would turn out 
that the abnormal — hut 
logical — procedure of trying 
to cash dummy's dubs before 
dummy's hearts was actually 
the right way to play the hand.
